The  Unit  possesses  the  "Blue-Star  Award"  for  excellence,  based 
on  the  annual  inspection  of  the  Corps.  It  is  a  unit  of  high  standards, 
and  one  of  which  the  College  is  justly  proud.

For  the  first  time  in  modern  history,  the  Wofford  College  Football  Terriers 
went  undefeated  in  1948.  The  Terriers  fought  their  way  through  a  nine- 
game  schedule  without  a  loss  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  they  were  rated  by 
the  "experts"  as  distinct  underdogs  in  all  but  three  games. 

And  it  wasn't  easy!  Many  times  they  fought  back  from  the  very  brink  of 
defeat  to  save  the  game.  Last  minute  touchdowns  saved  the  day  in  the 
first  game  and  again  in  the  third.   It  was  a  team  that  would  not  be  defeated. 

The  "Tennessee  System,"  employing  the  single-wing,  as  installed  here  by 
Coach  Dickens,  has  been  highly  successful  since  the  material  here  has  been 
easily  adaptable  to  that  system.  Power  plays  played  a  great  part  in  the 
overall  strategy  with  tricky  end-around  and  quick  passes  keeping  the  oppos- 
ing team  confused. 

But  most  of  all,  the  1948  Terriers  were  a  defensive  team,  playing  best 
with  their  backs  to  the  wall,  or  with  time  slipping  away.  In  a  season  of 
offensive  football,  they  were  never  scored  upon  more  than  once  per  game.
